Package Store License Need Not 
Be Granted By Licensing Board 


GR 5-2614 


The Selectmen need not grant 
another allealcoholic package 
Store license, even though there 
is one technically available. 

Town Clerk Irving O. Piper, 
in conversations with the state 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission, 
has determined that the state board 
will not overrule the local licensing 
authority in this decision. 

Mr. Piper, who makes no recom= 
mendations in the matter, sought 
out all the available information 
so that the Selectmen will have 
it available. 

He said the ABC spokesman stat- 
ed that a decision not to grant 
another license is a local matter. 
While his board might go so far | 
as to request the town to reconsider 


| in 


‘such a step, if an applicant appeals, 
there would be no actual require- 
ment that this be done. 

The Selectmen have not made 
this specific decision, nor has the 
Board requested applicants to 
follow any set procedure in filing 
their requests for consideration. 
Under state law, Mr. Piper is 
required to give out applications 
when a license exists. The Select- 
men areconsidering the possibility 
of requesting all applicants to file 
their applications within a 
specified period of time, so that 
all could be advertised and con- 
sidered at once. 

There are upwards of 20 letters 

the Selectmen’s files, from 
individuals who have said they 
intend to apply. Some of the letters 


go back over three years, andthere 
is no indication as to how many 
will pursue this course of action. 

The single package store license 
is available now because Andover 
went over the 15,000 mark in the 
federal census. Statutes require 
that only one license be given for 
each unit of 5,000 in population 
or fraction hereof: Thus, with 
over 15,800 persons, the town may 
have one each for the three units 
of 5,000 and one for the fractional 
number above 15,000. There are 
three existing all-alcoholic pack- 
age store licenses. 

Taken from another section of 
the law, however, is the require~- 
ment that the town may have not 
more than 16 places of business

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


Clarify The By-Law 

The controversy stirred up by a ruling of Superior Court 
Justice Edward Pecci, which has been construed by many 
to mean that light commercial vehicles and possibly all 
business vehicles, may not be parked overnight in a resi- 
dential zone, is far from over. 

It has been made amply clear that the problem involves 
parking pick-up or panel trucks, and perhaps automobiles 
identified as business vehicles or station wagons lettered 
with a business identification. 

A Supreme Court ruling in a Wellesley case apparently 
makes it crystal-clear that dump trucks are not allowed, 
and it would seem to follow that other heavy construction 
vehicles would be similarly banned from a residential 
area. 

The town’s zoning by-law is so worded as to leave the 
voters’ intentions in doubt. And that’s what the current 
dispute is about — just what does the by-law mean? 

It appears that an amendment to the by-law could be 
proposed, spelling out exactly what the voters want done 
in this situation. At the next special or regular town 
meeting, action could be taken to either allow, or prohibit, 
parking of vehicles. 

If this is not done, the town fathers will always face 
the question of enforcement. If a decision is finally 
obtained stating that parking panel or pick-up trucks is 
will the officials 
neighbors before compelling compliance, or will there be 


improper, wait for complaints from 
a program of rigid enforcement for all those who take their 
trucks home at night? 

This is, in general, the same question asked in a 
Townsman editorial a few weeks ago, relating to small 
businesses being conducted in residential zones. Does 
such a violation go unheeded unlessa neighbor complains, 
or should there be a town-wide crack-down on this type of 
violation? 

On both these points, it appears logical to assume that 
many residents would eventually be hurt if enforcement is 
carried out impartially in every section of town. It also 
appears sensible to predict that such enforcement even- 
tually would result in an angry clamor for amendments to 
the by-laws, doing away with some of the restrictions, 

The best way is to move forward with a clarification of 
the by-law now, so that everyone will understand exactly 


what it means, and so that enforcement will be made 
practical and fair.
